Many Encouraging Signs in Local

mycin, “WR I 

. Guided by the knowledge that 
various bacteria have developed 
insensitivity to the usual, routinely 
prescribed antibiotics, the New 
Jersey doctors used Albamycin to 
treat a vaviety of human infec- 
tions, 

Already, extensive clinical stud- 
jes of the new drug are under way 
in a considerable number of medi- 
cal centers. It is expected that 
Albamycin will prove effective in 
the treatment of bacterial infec- 
tion in the skin, lungs, bone. uri- 
nary tract and the blood stream. 

The way in which the new drug 
was discovered suggests the possi- 
bility that we are about to witness 
a new kind of ‘Gold Rush” in the 
United States. Albamycin, for ex- 
ample, was developed in the re- 
search laboratories of The Upjohn 
Company, Kalamazoo, Mich., from 
soil samples collected in a suburb 
of New. York City 

Research scientists, after com- 
pleting a series of clinical and 
laboratory tests of the new drug, 

report that Albamycin reveals two

I figure it pays a feller to decide 
where his woods road should go be- 
fore he starts cuttin’.

And he ought to shut 
off the motor when he's carryin’ it 
from one place to another, and also 
when the tree starts to fall. These are 
good safety rules to follow, I've found!
